| IN CELL DIES OF 


FRACTURED SKULL 


George Vetterick Expires in Am- 
bulance When Police Start, 
Too Late, to Hospital. 





PICKED UP UNCONSCIOUS 





Boked as Being Drunk and His 
Injury Is Not Discovered 
Until Later. 





Although his skull was fractured and 
he was unconscious and dying from the 
injury to his head, George Vetterick was 
booked at Police Headquarters as hav- 
ing been found drunk on the street and 
lay there six hours .without medical at- 


tention. 
When it was found that drink was not 


the cause of his stupor ne was hurried 


to the City Hospital when it was too. 
late to save his life. He died in the 
ambulance. 

Dr. Joseph Meinhard, autopsy physi- 
cian, Thursday reported to the Coroner 
that his post-morten examination showed 
that Vetterick’s skull was fractured 
from a point back of the right ear 
across the top of the head almost to the 
other ear. Deputy Coroner Carriere said 
that the injury was such as might have 
been caused by a club. 

According to the report made to Chief 
Young. Vetterick was found unconscious 
on the sidewalk near Fourteenth and 
Market streets at 2:30 p. m. Wednesday 
by Sergt. Lane and Patrolman Hellgoth. 

A card bearing the name George Vet- 
terick was found in his pocket. He re- 
gained consciousness long enough to 
nod assent when asked if that was his 
name. It does not appear in the city 
directory. 

At 5 p. m. he was still asleep in the 
Central District holdover and Patrolman 
Votaw tried to wake him. A second at- 
tempt to rouse him was made at 8:45 
p. m. It then was seen that his con- 
dition was serious and he was started 
to the city hospital. 

Dr. Meinhard in his report says that 
the skull fracture was the direct cause 
of death. An inquest is -sét for Friday.

The report that The Republic had been 
sold, and that Hearst was presumably 
the purchaser, was widely circulated in 
St. Louis.

not been sold,’ said Knapp. “TI think I 
would know it if it had been sold. 
There is no foundation, so far as I 
know, for the report.” 

The report in circulation was that 
Hearst had paid $250,000 earnest money, 
and woula pay the balance ag soon as 
the 5000 shares of stock were delivered 
to him.

County: I hardly know what would 


themselves as

before they would agree to make 8t. 
Il am opoged to the 
Legislature hurrying the matter, and 
I find many Senators opposed to the 


bill for a bond issue for a building in 

Jefferson City. Time should be given 

to learn the sentiment of the State. 
Senator J. W. Beck, 


County: I believe in waiting a lit- 
tle white, and not hurrying a bill 


through. I am opposed to the system 
of auctioning off the capitol to the 
city making the highest bid, but I 
am afraid ches is what is going to be 
done. 

Representative P. L. Lyles, Shannon 
County: I believe St, Louis will have 
to offer a site ahd erect the building. 
That would go a long way in “influ- 
encing the voters of the State. The 
rural voter is interested in escaping 
an increase in taxation. 

Representative Thomas |. Roney, 
Jasper County: If St. Louis offers a 
site and at least $1,000,000 toward a 
building, I believe it will get the capi- 
tol. Jefferson City has no more claim 
to be the capital than any other place. 
The State has done as much for Jet- 
ferson City already as it can be ex- 
pected to do. 

Representative EK. P. Deal, Missis- 
sippi County: If St. Louls will build 
a new capitol, Southeast Missouri will 
vote to move the seat of government. 
I favor St. Louis. It is much more 
convenient to the great majority of 
people who have business at the capi- 
tol. 

Senator George D. Cates, McDonald 
County? If St. Louts offers a site and 
a substantial bonus, it will get the cap- 
itol, in my opinion. I do not believe 
that proposition could be defeated at 
the polls. 

Representative Sidaey D. Frost, 
Caldwell County: St. Louis will have 
to contribute liberally to get the cap- 
itol. It might get it by offering only a 
site, as the expense to the voters would 
be no greater then than if the buflding 
should be erected in Jefferson City, and 
St. Louis is certainly much more con- 
venient to most of the State. 

Senator William G. by, Carroll. 
County: It would reauire fhe offer of 
a site at least by St. Louis to get the 
seat of government changed, and it 
might not be accomplished then. I can 
see arguments both for and against 
locating the capitol fn a large city. 

Representative R. L. Daniels, Rey~- 
nolds County: I am for St. Louts. It 
is much more convenient to all the State 
than any. other place. I believe that a 
site and a substantial donation toward 
the building will be necessary to induce 
the voters to change i, 

Senator A. LL. Olfver, Pemiacot 
County: I do not believe the people 
of the State would vote to make &t. 
Louis the capital, even if that city of- 
fered a site and a bonus. The State is 
able to build its capital. 

Representative McDermott Terser,

James E. Smith, former president of 
the Business Men's League, vice-presi- 
dent of and director of the Simmons 
Hardware Co., believes that St. Louis 
can get the capital if a campaign is be- 
gun at once. 

“Do it now. That should be the motte 
of St. Louis in its effort to make this 
city the capital of Missouri,”’ he said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. “Of mere 
talk we have had enough. We want the 
capital, the State wants it moved from 
Jeffersen City; St. Louis is the only 
logical place. We are all agreed that 
we want ft, so let’s go after it and get 
it. 

“St. Louis does not need to raise 
money for a site or for the building of 
the capitol.

The State of Missouri is nota beggar.

“The thing to do right away is for all 
the civic and commercial organizations 
of the city to get together and pull to- 
gether on this proposition.

Will Be $2,227- 
342. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Fe 9% —Sta- 
tisticilans here have figured out that 
a new capitol, if built by the tax- 
payers of Missouri, will cost St. Louis 
$2,227,842 wherever it is erected. 
This does not consider any .bonus or 
other expenses. The sum mentioned 
will be the proportion of the $5,000,- 
000 bond payment that will fall to St. 
Louis’ part. The measure is ready to 
be introduced, 

The measure provides a bond issue 
of $5,000,000, to draw 3% ‘per cent in- 
terest for 18 years. The act permits 
the Legislature to authorize a loan 
for the erection of a capitol, and the’ 
redemption of the money can be made 
only by increasing taxes. 

The present taxation is 17 cents on 
the $100 valuation. In order to re- 
deem thé $5,000,000, with the interest . 
the bonds wil] draw, an increase of 3 
cents on the $100 valuation will be 
necessary, making the total tax as- 
sessment 20 cents. .

ST. LOUIS CASES 


Rules Springfield Tribunal Had 


No Jurisdiction in Suits Sent 
From Here. 

RULING IN DAMAGE CASE 

Judgments Paid, in Some In- 


stances, but Actions Will Have 
to Be Reheard. 


The Supreme Court of Missouri Thurs- 
day decided the State Court of Appeals 


_in Springfield had no jurisdiction in 


cases transferred from the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals three years ago. 

This decision will set aside all the 
judgments that have been made in 100 
cases, in many of which the judgments 
have been paid. The ruling means 
that all of those cases which origi- 
nated in the jurisdiction of the St. Louis 


Court of Appeals must come back here 


for hearing. 

The decision was made in the case of 
Moudy against the St. Louis Dressed 
Beef and Provision Co. In this case 
Moudy sued for $5000 for personal in- 
juries and got judgment in the Circuit 
Court of St. Louis. 


Provided by Legislature 
The company appealed to the St. Louis 


Court of Appeals. About that time the 
Legislature created the Springfield Court 
of Appeals and gave the judges of the 
St. Louls and Kansas City courts of ap- 
peal power to transfer to the Springfield 
court any cases on their dockets which 


‘they might see fit to transfer to relieve 


the congestion of the dockets in those 
courts. 

The St. Louis Court of Appeals trans- 
ferred about 100 cases to the Springfield 
court, and in many of those cases final 
judgments had been rendered and or- 
dered the judgments paid. 

Among those which had been decided 
by the Springfield court was the case of 
Moudy. It affirmed the judgment of the 
lower court and ordered the judgment 
paid. : 

William B. and Ford W. Thompson, 
attorneys for the St. Louis Dressed 
Beef and Provision Co., had the check 
made out ready to pay the Moudy judg- 
ment ~when they discovered that the 
law by which the Legislature gave the 
judges power to transfer cases from 
one appellate jurisdiction to another was 
They appealed to the 
Supreme Court for a writ of prohibition 
and a temporary writ was granted, 
which was made permanent Thursday, 
the Supreme Court upholding the con- 
tention of the attorneys for the com- 
pany. ~ 


Conflicts With Constitution. 
This contention was that the consti- 


tution of the State gave the Legislature 
power to create appellate districts, but 
when a district was created all cases 
originating within its jurisdiction must 
be tried by it and could not be trans- 
ferred to the jurisdiction of another ap- 
pellate court. 

The Moudy case will now come back 
to the St. Louls Court of Appeals, and 
all the proceedings that were gone 
threugh with in the Springfield court 
will have to be gone through here. And 
this will have to be done in all the 100 
cases. 

The decision Thursday that the Spring- 
field court had no jurisdiction, was made 
in spite of the facst that attorneys for 
beth parties to the suit went into the 
Springfield court and waived jurisdic- 
tion, and agreed to anise by the dedision 
of that court.

the bill passed by the House to create 
a permanent tariff board.

We have exported, more than $60,000,000 
worth of cotton cloth alone in a single 
year, sold in neutral markets at lower 
prices than the same goods are sold at 
home. In spite of stock manipulation, 
dividends of 100 per cent per annum are 
not uncommon, ang tremendous for- 
tunes have been piling up. 


‘Workers Get Only lo Per Cent. 


Nor do the work people at these mills 
aie in this prosperity, for the best 
figures obtainable show that American 
mill workers receive a less wage per 
yard than those of England and Ger- 
many.

Seals Are Broken. 

This casket was the first on the lower 
tier, at the north side of the mausoleum, 
and directly opposite it on the second 
tier is the casket containing the body 
of Mrs. Scott. 

The seal on the niche containing the 
casket of Mrs. Scott was also broken, 
and when the tomb was examined it was 
found that this casket was halfway out, 
and to all appearances, ready to be car- 
ried away. The casket of the million- 
aire, which was next to that of his 
wife, had not been disturbed. 

A number of palms had been broken 
cown, and two other caskets were pulled 
out of place, but no attempt was made 
to carry either of them away. 

That the McCollum casket was carried 
away in a wagon is indicated by tracks 
in the snow. The footprints of four, and 
in some instances, six men, are discerni- 
ble about a point where the end of a 
wagon might be placed. The wagon 
tracks lead to one of the gates of the 
cemetery, and these have been followed 
into the street until lost In the beaten 
tracks of travel. 

The police are watching depots and 
freight stations.

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SUBWAY PROFITS. 

Subways in big cities may be veritable gold 
mines. In six years the nickels paid by the trav- 
eling public in New York have not only paid the 
entire cost of construction of the subway, but 
$7,000,000 additional. ‘The main lines of this 
subway were opened Oct. 27, 1904. This was the 
Manhattan Island system. Since then, branches 
have been constructed into Brooklyn and New 
Jersey. The total cost was $53,000,000, the money 
being raised by the city by issuance of bonds at 
3% per cent. The lines are leased for a period 
of 60 years to the Interborough Rapid Transit 
Co., at the end of which time the city will own 
them absolutely. 

It took many years to convince capitalists that 
a subway, even in crowded New York, would pay. 
“It is putting good dollars into a hole,” was the 
almost unanimous opinion. But New York real- 
izes, now that it is too late, that subways to a 
great city are as necessary as arteries and veins 
to a man’s body; and that, in neglecting to keep 
full control of its subways, éspecially in the 


dous disadvantage. By the end of the 50-year 
lease the people of New York will have paid for 
the subway system more than eight times over. 

St. Louis has not the population of New York, 
but a good subway system would largely increase 
her population. The construction of tunnels here 
would not be half as difficult or costly as in New 
York. The experience of New York and other 
cities proves that subways pay handsomely. St.

NEW YORK. Feb. 9.—From 1901 to 1910, 
inclusive. the Steel Corporation expended 
for new construction approximately $335, 
000.000. This was accomplished without any 
increase in preferred dividend or interest 
obligations. The increase would make it 
appear that there has been eliminated close 
to $385.000.000 of water supposed to have 
been injected into~the property at time of 
organization, not including the balance on 
hand at the present time available for con- 
struction and improvements. 

Aside from the large expenditure of the 
Steel Corporation for new construction work, 
there has been put into the properties close 
to $125.000.000 for extraordinary improve- 
ments, which have gone a long way toward 
reducing operatng costs.
